$20,400;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of 
$35,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's 
residence  and  the  land  upon  which  it  is  located  up  to 
the  greater  of  two  acres  or  the  minimum  single 
family  residential  lot  size  specified  in  the  Town  of 
Croydon  local  zoning  ordinance.  This  modification 
will  be  effective  for  1998  tax  year.  Yes  or  No  Ballot.

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CROYDON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT,  INC 
1997  REPORT 

As  I  look  back  at  1997  I  see  that  the  department  and  the  Town 
fared  quite  well.  We  had  only  three  chimney  fires,  two  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  one  snowmobile  accident,  one  overturned  boat 
accident,  three  calls  for  trees  and  wires  down,  two  calls  for  lock 
outs,  two  false  alarms,  one  call  for  generator  power,  and  a  number 
of  calls  for  well  and  pool  fills,  which  goes  along  with  any  hot-dry 
summer.  The  one  thing  that  was  missing,  but  not  missed  were  the 
calls  for  brush,  and  forest  fires.  All  in  all  we  had  a  fire  safe  year  in 
•97. 

Many  hours  of  training  were  spent  by  some  of  our  firefighters,  and 
we  now  have  two  more  state  certified  firemen. 

Greater  use  of  both  the  station  and  the  hall  indicated  a  definite  need 
for  standby  power.  A  search  for  more  than  two  years,  turned  up  a 
military  surplus  generator  in  Concord. 

In  the  fall  we  added  a  small  generator  room  to  the  north  side  of  the 
station  and  installed  the  appropriate  equipment  to  maintain  a  power 
supply  at  the  fire  station  and  hall. 

Another  first  for  the  Fire  Department  is  the  forming  of  a  First 
Responder  team  to  fill  the  gap  between  the  initial  call  for  medical 
help,  the  ambulance  and  possibly  the  hospital. 

We  presently  have  one  certified,  one  in  training  and  we  are  looking 
for  additional  people  for  training  as  first  responders. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  the  Taxpayers  of 
Croydon,  (both  resident  and  nonresidents)  for  their  continued 
support  of  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  and  wish  them 
all  a,  "Fire  Safe  New  Year."

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out 
if  a  permit  is  required.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit 
law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail.  Violators  are  also  Uable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.   State 
Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  Forest  Fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws    If  you  have  any 
questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call 
our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers 
with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The 
1997  fire  season  was  a  safe  period  for  wild  land  firefighters  with  no 
major  injuries  reported.  The  drought  conditions  experienced  during 
the  early  summer  months  was  a  significant  factor  resulting  in  the 
total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile 
patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and 
reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire 
departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlHng  the  size  of  wild 
land  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as 
low  as  possible. 
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CROYDON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1 996  and  1 997  was  a  year  of  change  for  the  Croydon  Pohce 
Department.  The  Department  lost  one  good  officer  and  gained 
another.  There  was  some  downtime  for  the  Croydon  Pohce 
Department  during  the  Spring  while  I  was  attending  the  part-time 
Police  Academy  at  the  Umversity  of  New  Hampshire  in  Durham. 
The  Academy  lasted  1 2  weekends  with  the  graduation  ceremony 
being  held  on  June  7,  1 997. 

Since  becoming  the  Officer  in  charge  for  the  Town  of  Croydon  I  have 
met  many  of  the  town  citizens.  Everybody  has  been  very  warm  and 
welcommg  in  helping  me  make  this  transition.  Also  all  of  the 
surrounding  towns,  Sheriffs  Department  and  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Police  have  been  very  helpllil  in  giving  advice  and  assisting  on 
Police  calls. 

Beginning  in  January  of  1 998  the  Police  Department  has  been 
officially  moved  to  the  Croydon  Town  Hall.  This  is  a  major  upgrade 
for  the  Police  Department  and  will  help  tremendously  with  all  of  the 
administrative  work  that  is  involved.  Also  a  phone  number  will  be 
sit  up  for  the  Police  Department  and  will  have  call  forwarding  to 
Newport  Dispatch  during  late  evening  hours. 

The  calls  for  service  rendered  during  1 996  and  1 997  were  265 
respectively,  with  an  increase  of  5%  from  the  previous  year.  The 
CSR's  (call  for  service  rendered)  for  the  year  1 997  were  as  follows;

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REPORT  OF  NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1997 

During  the  period  January  1 ,  1 997  through  December  15,1 997  this  department 
responded  to  29  calls  for  service  in  the  Town  of  Croydon,  compared  to  27  calls 
handled  in  calendar  year  1 996. 

On  December  1 2  we  put  our  new  ambulance  mto  service,  replacing  a  1 984-van. 
We  continue  to  operate  two  primary  vehicles  with  a  third  ambulance  available  for 
backup  as  needed.  Our  staffmg  mcludes  two  paramedics;  six  EMT-Intermediates, 
and  seven  EMT-Basics.  All  attendants  are  certified  in  use  of  our  cardiac 
monitor/defibnllator. 

State  law  requires  that  we  transport  to  the  closes  appropriate  facility  for  emergency 
patient  care.  This  means,  m  most  cases.  New  London  or  Valley  Regional  hospitals. 
In  certain  circumstances,  we  may  transport  to  Dartmouth  Hitchcock,  depending  on 
location  of  the  call  and  nature  of  the  injury  or  illness. 

As  the  91 1  EMS  provider  for  five  communities,  we  will  handle  over  1 ,000 
emergencies  this  year.  We  hope  you  don't  require  our  services,  but  you  may  rest 
assured  that  if  you  need  us,  we  will  respond  in  a  timely  manner. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  and  the  emergency  service  providers  of  Croydon  for 
their  continued  support.

We  are  a  volunteer 
agency,  governed  by  a  12  member  board  of  directors,  all  of  whom  reside  in 
Sullivan  County. 

Our  goal  and  purpose  are  to  provide  practical  and  emotions  support  to  terminally 
ill  patients  and  their  families  within  Sullivan  County.  The  majority  of  our  patients 
are  hospice  patients.  They  have  decided  to  remain  at  home  under  the  care  of  their 
families  and  we  provide  most  our  services  in  that  setting.  However,  we  are  flexible 
enough  to  follow  and  serve  patients  and  families  in  the  hospital  or  nursing  home 
setting  as  well.  Our  volunteers  are  fully  tramed  in  areas  such  as  death  and  dying, 
active  listening,  universal  precautions,  and  grief  A  few  of  the  ways  our  volunteers 
might  provide  practical  support  include  respite  for  care  givers,  running  errands, 
light  meal  preparation.  These  volunteers  provide  emotional  support  to  both  the 
patient  and  the  family  by  being  available  to  them,  by  listening,  reassuring  and 
encouraging. 

Our  referrals  come  form  doctors,  nurses,  visiting  nurse  associations,  discharge 
planners,  and  from  family  members  or  patients  themselves.  Our  only  requirements 
for  service  are  that  the  patient  be  terminally  ill  and  that  they  reside  in  Sullivan 
County.  We  accept  all  referrals  on  that  basis  and  there  is  never  a  charge  for  our 
service. 

In  addition  to  providing  volunteer  services,  Sullivan  County  Hospice  offers  a 
bereavement  support  group  and  a  cancer  support  group.  Each  of  these  groups  is 
open  to  anyone.  We  maintain  a  loan  closet  with  walkers,  commodes,  and  other 
equipment  that  is  useful  in  the  home  setting.  These  are  loaned  at  no  charge  and  in 
some  cases  this  service  helps  considerably  to  keep  out  of  pocket  expenses  lower  for 
the  patient.  All  of  these  services  are  available  to  the  residents  of  Sullivan  County.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  ADMINISTRATIVE  TEAM  REPORT 


OVERVIEW  -  Dr.  William  J.  Gauthier,  Superintendent 

It  had  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  the  Croydon  School  District  during  the 
1997-98  school  year.  For  the  first  time  we  have  had  a  full  management  team 
committed  to  providing  a  full  array  of  competent  services  to  the  district.  While 
I  am  responsible  for  overall  management,  curriculum  and  personnel  the  other 
members  of  the  team  have  specific  areas  of  responsibility.  Therefore  this 
annual  report  has  been  developed  from  a  team  perspective. 

KINDERGARTEN,  FACILITIES,  ETC.  -  Dr.  John  Handfield,  Asst.  Superintendent 
Having  gained  voter  approval  for  the  creation  of  a  kindergarten  program  at  the 
1997-98  Croydon  School  District  Meeting,  this  year  marked  the  first  time  that 
all  children  in  town  could  attend  a  publicly  supported  program.  We  have  eight 
students  enrolled  and  they  are  receiving  quality  educational  programming  that 
will  significantly  enhance  their  learning  capabilities  in  future  grades.  Indeed, 
the  progress  they  have  made  this  school  year  is  confirmation  of  the  wisdom  of 
last  March's  positive  vote  in  support  of  kindergarten. 

FISCAL  -  James  Fenn,  Business  Administrator 

We  are  now  paying  accounts  payable  twice  a  month.  This  allows  us  to  take 
advantage  of  prompt  payment  discounts  offered  and  to  avoid  late  fees.  We  are 
working  more  closely  with  the  school  board  and  the  school  to  assure  that  our 
tuition  numbers  for  students  attending  Newport  schools  are  more  accurate 
than  in  the  past.  In  an  attempt  to  help  stabilize  the  school  portion  of  the  tax 
rate  we  have  worked  with  the  school  board  on  several  warrant  articles  which 
will  use  fund  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year,  if  available,  to  fund  imanticipated 
special  education  costs  and  school  bus  purchases. 

RELATED  SERVICES  -  Dr.  Kenneth  DeVoid,  Special  Needs  Director 
Last  year  at  this  time,  I  reported  that  Croydon  would  begin  the  process  of 
Medicaid  reimbursement.  This  has  happened  and  now  on  a  monthly  basis, 
special  educators  and  related  service  providers  turn  in  their  data  to  be 
processed.  Various  services  provided  to  Medicaid  eligible  students  result  in  a 
quarterly  check  to  the  Croydon  School  District.  As  we  get  a  little  more  history 
with  the  system,  it  will  become  easier  to  predict  anticipated  Medicaid  funds. 
The  retiorns  so  far  have  been  a  pleasant  way  to  help  lower  cost  to  tax  payers.
